There is no summer resort like it In all tbe 
land. Tlie country is marvelonsly beautiful, 
though dry and hot. Tho leaves liavo wilted 
under the sun's fierce rays, aftd every »Coot- 
fall stirs up a small ok ad of fine, warm ilusfc. 
The-mercury rises tc ttiD limit I and induces 
a feeling of discomfort which, even the fa- 
mous julep hero compounded in all its fra- 
grant glory fails to relieve, l The grass id 
green 
under thel irany trees surround- 


ing the pictoresqp old hotel, and 
verandas are swept by gentle breeze*. 
musquitoes abouuo*, «nd th<'re n™ ratle- 
snakes in the grata ' T 10- guests of the old lint 
abhor both the insect and tho reptile, and 
early in the morning seek an nvcnuo of es- 
cape from Uie many I c*-i]s which beset them. 
In this matchless summer resort there is a 
spot where no musquito qver buzzed, where 
no snako was over seen or heard, where no 
sun ever shone or summer heat penetrated^ 
It is down in tho cave. Immediately after 
breakfast tbe guests assemble at oiie end of, 
the long hotel The men are attired in their 
customary garments, but the women have 
put -on odd looking bloomer gowns which 
make walking and clinrbiug less difficult for 
them than when in skirts. Each guest seizes 
an oil hanging lamp made of tin, andwire,| 
with a metal guard to protect thfiliandfrom! 
the flame. Aliform in line behind a smart, 
looking colored man, '•William the guide," 
and the journey in search of comfort and, 
wonder is begun.

Out through a rose garden, dovn a sinuous, 


path into a deep and picturesque ravine th6j 
procession winds, presently halting beforo a 
black antl grewsome hcle.

resort- 
Hitherto it'i has been exceedingly 


difficult of access. • The railroad ran no 
nearer taan ten mile^ and the stage ridp was 
over rough country, makanff i; both tedious 
and expensive. 
Before the War Anthem 


plantar* camo here la large numbers, and 
soughb relief from summer's heat In the 
boweb of the earth. 
Everything here is 


essentially southern. 
The landlord at the 


hotel ^s anything but a successful Boniface, 
while bis wife is a beauty, too proud to visit 
the kitchea The cooks are without accom- 
plishments, and never gained as much as an 
inkling of the proper method of Drolling a 
steak or brewing coffee. They do kaow, how- 
ever, how to serve pie anS hot biscuit for 
breakfast The hotel itself is southern.! It is 
mereli' a series of log or rough frame jsheds, 
built one after another in the form of an L, 
lacing a pretty park. The main portion 
^f the house -was built as long ago as 


' 1818, and in tbe big loll hx>m over the dining 


hall Henry Clay and Andrew Jackson duiced 
m thfcir youth. The old inn is picturesque if 
not comfortable; and each arriving guest, on 
making tho inevitable query, "Where jij the 
caver is told that |n section of the [great 
cavern is right underneath him as ha sits 
struggling with a piece of Texas steer, fried. 


The" stage coach has at last disappeared, and 


anew railroad funs almost to the very mouth 
of the cavern. It is |a crooked railway, run- 
ning! up bill and down aud around hills, with 
grades which make observing passengers 
dizzy ajnd locomotives tired. One engine can, 
pull tut a couple of t^ars, and then often at a 
snailV pace. This ride alone is worth thej 
price of admission, especially if you stand onj 
tho platform behind a colored native and havei 
the i itcresting objects pointed out to you.: 
One-half the farmers along here, this volu- 
ble b ack man willltell you, have caves on- 
their premises which! they are too lazy ,io ex- 
plore, though many'of them use the mDuths 
of their caverns for storehouses for meats 


" and milk.
